PORTERVILLE, May 8 — Traditional appreciation of fine horses 
goes back to the pioneer days of this community, and now, in the new 
space age, residents of the area will still have a chance to look at fine 


horses at the 1958 Porterville Fair. 

On the Fair’s opening day, May 
22, some of the world’s best Ara- 
bians will compete in an afternoon 
show in front of the fair grand- 
stand. 

And each night of the fair, Arab- 
ians will be shown in action as a 
feature of the grandstand show. 

Both the Arabian show, and the 
entertainment feature are in 
charge of Donald Jones, one of the 
nation’s prominent Arabian breed- 
ers. 

On the second afternoon of the 
fair, May 23, Quarter horses will 
be brought in from throughout the 
state to compete in an official 
Quarter horse show. In charge of 
this event is Guido Lombardi, a di- 
rector of the Porterville Fair. 

In both shows — Arabian and 
Quarter horse, all animals will be 
shown at halter, since. facilities do 
not permit other usual show class- 
es.

_ VISALIA, May 8 — Agricultural wealth in Tulare county continued 
to increase during the 1957 year, reaching $284,308,391, according to 


annual report issued yesterday by 
commissioner. ; 


The figures compares to $263,- 
403,142 in 1956, $233,612,492 in 
1955; $222,545,176 in 1954; $212,- 


975,991 in 1953 and $252,757,816 
in. 1952. 


All general commodities showed 
increases in 1957 over 1956, ex- 
cept. truck crops and apiculture, 
the former was down to $9,174,- 
710 from $13,645,722 in 1956, and 
the latter was down to $172,916 
from $227,833 in 1956. 

But other commodities were 
higher in 1957 than in 1956; cit- 
rus was $44,942,039 compared to 
$40,673,716 in 1956; deciduous 
fruits and grapes, $71,750,723, 
compared to $67,966,729; dairy 
products $19,887,511, compared to 
$19,245,513; livestock, $58,811,- 
427 compared to $53,316,854; 
poultry, $8,715,725 compared to 
$7,498,553; field crops, $67,349,- 
777 compared to $59,146,388; and 
miscellaneous $3,414,993 compar- 
ed to $1,507,579. Subsidy pay-

The state of California provides certain funds for the hiring of 
secretaries by state legislators. These secretaries draw their pay from 
the state and are assumed to be assisting legislators in conducting the 
business of the state. : 

But in Tulare county, Assemblyman Myron Frew has seen fit to put 
ene Ken Clifford, radio newscaster, on the payroll as his secretary at 
$275 per month. Now, bear in mind that Frew is not paying this 
amount — the state of California is footing the bill. 

Clifford continues right on with his daily job of radio newscasting, 
he draws his check from the state of California and, in return, keeps 
the airwaves buzzing with propaganda favorable to Frew. 

Which means that we taxpayers of the state are providing Frew 
with a mouthpiece [we admit he badly needs one, and we further ad- 
mit that Clifford is a good one), but we fail to see why Clifford should 
be on the state payroll when his obvious job is to publicize Frew. 

There is nothing illegal about this cozy arrangement — Frew can 
use his secretary any way he sees fit. But men of principle do not op- 
erate this way. The circumventing of the law in this case is disgust- 
ing; it's an example of the cheapest kind of politics. 

When a man in political office stoops to this sort of thing, as Frew 
has done, he should be thrown out — but quick.

Between 5,000 and 6,000 fish- 
ermen using no less than 600 
boats opened Shaver lake, taking 
an average of 13 fish each for a 
grand total of something like’ 75,- 
000 trout of which only 20,000 
were stocked this year. 

Only a few anglers walked 
through the snow to Huntington 
lake for fair to good luck in wa- 
ters only partly free of ice. 

Sequoia lake ‘wasn’t expected to 
be open but the road was made 
passable the last few days so the 
lake hosted about 2,000 fishermen 
who enjoyed good to very good 
luck, 

Hume lake had been chemically 
treated last fall so there was no 
carry over of fish from the year 
previous and anglers had to de- 
pend upon this year’s plant which 
had to be done in a matter of a 
few days prior to the opening be- 
cause of the road being closed by 
snow. The last load of fish were 
reported delivered early on the 
morning of the opening. We check- 
ed limits and near limit catches 
from Hume and many anglers who 
had none or only a few. Generally 
the Hume lake fishing wasn’t up 
to par, but once again the Walton- 
ian with a bit of “know-how” had 
no difficulty taking trout. Some 
anglers complained of the Hume 
lake trout being sluggish and this 
was no doubt caused by the late 
delivered hatchery fish being treat- 
ed! with sodium ‘amaytol to reduce 
their action and oxygen need. This 
is done to enable the tank trucks

available supply of wheat is more 
than 20 percent above the normal 
supply. The supply this year — 
estimated at more than two bil- 
lion bushels — is actually 57 per- 
cent above normal. 

Phillips pointed out, however, 
that the quotas will not become 
effective unless théy are approved 
by at least two-thirds of the pro- 
ducers voting in the referendum. 
If quotas are approved for the 
1959 wheat crop, it will mark the 
sixth consecutive year they have 
been used for wheat. Wheat quotas 
and wheat allotments apply only 
in the 38 so-called “commercial” 
wheat states, of which California 
is one. 

To be eligible to vote in the 
June 20 referendum, a grower 
must have more than 15 acres of 
wheat for harvest as grain in 
1959. Any wheat grower who 
signs an application under the 
feed wheat provision permitting 
him to produce up to 30 acres of 
wheat as feed on his farm will not 
be eligible to vote in the referen- 
dum. Wheat growers will be in- 
formed of the wheat allotment for 
their farms in advance of the ref- 
erendum date.

When your legislature is not in 
session in Sacramento, the several 
one-house and joint interim com- 
mittees have been set up to carry 
on their work of investigating the 
Many problems which may re- 
quire legislative action. Despite 
the pressure put on most legisla- 
tors by the forthcoming primary 
election on June 3rd, many of us 
will be devoting a good deal of 
our time during the next few 


weeks to the activities of these in-| 
|terim groups. 


During the month of May, at

That is, to study 
the matters before us with great 
thoroughness and in small detail. 
They also permit us to hear all 
sides of a controversial issue, and 
give us a better opportunity to 
separate facts from arguments. 

In a working session of the leg- 
islature, each of us is likely to be 
so intent on putting across the 
particular bills of importance to 
him and his district, that facts, 
and sides of issues, get assigned 
unusual values.

There is Such an abundance of 
feed in the foothills that every 
foothill rancher who owns or can 
borrow a mower is busy mowing 
and baling his surplus feed. Many 
fields are producing more than 
two tons of hay per acre. Some 
feedlots are bidding $14.00 per 
ton for this hay but most ranch- 
ers are holding out for $18.00 
roadside. 

Alfalfa hay prices are holding 
firm at $18.00 to $23.00 per ton 
roadside for hay to be trucked to 
the Los Angeles market. Prices 
for new crop alfalfa hay are rang- 
ing from $23.00 for clean, fine 
stemmed, leafy hay to $16.00 for 
weedy, foxtail infested cuttings. 

Green chop alfalfa hay is being 
sold for $3.50 per ton standing. 

Peach thinning operations have 
started in local peach orchards, 
with thinning costs running in 
the neighborhood of $1.25 to $1.40 
per tree. 

The local cling peach crop is ex- 
pected to be 10% lighter than last 
year, according to the local sub- 
committee of the Cling Peach Ad- 
visory board, or an estimated yield 
of 49,000 tons as compared to an 
actual yield of 54,000 tons in 
1957. 

Local dairymen have been tak- 
ing advantage of the shortage of 
beef cattle to cull their herds of 
low producers. Dairy cows in good 
flesh, sold for beef purposes, have 
been bringing 2two-thirds, and 
more, of the cost of replacement 
milkers. 

Cotton chopping has started in 
this area and! will go into full 
swing next week. Some cotton 
growers who fumigated their soil 
and then failed to wait the re- 
quired 10 days or two weeks be- 
fore planting, are having trouble 
establishing a stand. A few grow- 
ers are replanting because of 
dampening-off damage to original 
stands. 


Processors will contract about 
3,000 acres of cucumbers in Cali- 
fornia this season for pickling, 12 
per cent less than last year.

PORTERVILLE, May 8—A dia- 
mond laboratory, in which the 
many qualities that go into the 
determination of the value of a 
diamond can be detected by the 
customer, has been established at 
Williams Jewelers in Porterville. 

Purpose of the laboratory, said 
Mac Williams, is to ‘‘take the 
guesswork out of buying dia- 
monds.” 

One installation in the labora- 
tory is a ‘‘True-Daylight’’ fixture 
that brings into clear vision the 
difference in coloring of stones, 
ranging from the absolutely clear 
diamond to the discolored yellow- 
ish brown stone. 

The walls of the laboratory are 
painted to match as closely as pos- 
sible the shade of the ‘‘true-day- 
light”? rays of the fixture. 

The second instrument for meas- 
uring the quality of diamonds in 
the laboratory is a ‘‘steromicro- 
scope’, more commonly called a 
“Gemolite’, which magnifies up 
to 30 times the size of the dia- 
monds and gives a 3-dimensional 
effect, bringing out the slightest 
of. imperfections in polishing or 
internal markings. 

Improperly cut ‘stones, having 
incorrect proportions, lose much of 
their brilliance through improper 
refraction and light leakage, Wil- 
liams explains. To properly illus- 
trate this, a devise called a ‘‘Leak- 
age Light”’ unit has been installed, 
which demonstrates light reflec- 
tions from stones and how differ- 
ences in cutting will affect those 
reflections.

PORTERVILLE, May 8 — Ad- 
vanced) mathematics students. at 
Porterville High School placed in 
the top quarter in competitive 
tests among 486 students from 162 
high schools in the nation, accord- 
ing to word received by Alex 
Mock, department chairman.

From these various tests, dia- 


monds can be catalogued into 100 
different classifications, Williams 
said. On the basis of color, dia- 
monds are rated from AA to D 
and on the basis of imperfections 
from 1 to 9. 

Using the laboratory for classi- 
fication, Williams has beugn a 
program of “Fingerprinting” all 
diamonds sold at the store. On a 
large drawing depicting a magni- 
fied diamond, each imperfection 
or distinguishing mark is record- 
ed. Then copies of the record are 
kept both by the buyer and the 
store. 

“It’s as reliable as fingerprint- 
ing’, Williams said, ‘‘and will 


prove of real value for identifica-, 


tion of a diamond if it is stolen 
or lost.’’

This week will find, man 
weary fishermen resting at word 
waiting for next weekend to ar- 
rive. This is almost as much ex- 
ercise as gardening and for 
some people: the results are 
equally nil. Whether it's the 
fish that got away, the shade 
tree that evaporated, or the 
over - population of slugs and 
snails, half the fun is in the tell- 
ing. 

It's an athazing thing that al- 
most all lawns, shrubs and house 
plants that die have had per- 
fect care. According to their 
owners they have been watered 
just enough, fertilized often, 
have no insects or diseases, and 
therefore died for no reason at 
all. This leads us to believe 
either that the owners don't live 
right or plants have heart at- 
tacks. 


Take: for example weeds in 
the lawn, especially an old lawn; 
do you think tiey ever happen 
in a poorly cared for yard? No 
sir, that lawn has had the best. 
We mow it real short, we water 
it every day, and only a year or 
two ago we fertilized it, Now, 
actually mowing too short is the 
teal problem. During the sum- 
mer, setting the mower one and 
ons half inches high is about 
right. Looks rough the first time 
or two but soon smothers the 
weeds. 

Watering should be done 
well but not too often in order 
for the grass to become deeply 
rooted. Fertilizing should be 
done tightly but twice or three 
times a year. Weeds already 
there can be conquered with 
the new weed killers — Weed- 
ones Sodar will do wonders on 
crab grass in its present stage 
and Weedones 2-4D takes care 
of dandelions and clover.’ We'll 
loan you the sprayer and all you 
do is the work. Remember also, 
you park in the shade, away 
from. the’ one armed _ bandits, 
on "E" Street north of Olive.

State Department of Agriculture 
with headquarters in Fresno. 


In 1928, he entered the teaching 
field and spent his cadet year as 
a vocational agriculture instruc- 
tor at Tulare High school. He 
came to Porterville in 1929. 

During his service in Porter- 
ville, the high school’s agriculture 
department has shown a steady 
growth. Students have won num- 
erous ribbons in local and state 
competition with the livestock 
projects. A Young Farmer’s Chap- 
ter was organized, a Future Farm- 
er of America revolving loan fund 
established, and a veterans’ agri- 
culture training program carried 
on. 


Some of Hooper’s most satisfy- 
ing moments have come through 
the success of his students. Por- 
terville students have been top 
prize winners in the Great West- 
ern and Cow Palace livestock 
shows. They won the state FFA 
public speaking contests in 1950 
and 1956, and the state livestock 
judging championship in 1951. 

Students from the Porterville 
program, have been active on the 
state level of the FFA program, 
and have held offices of state pres- 
ident, state vice president, state 
secretary, and state treasurer. 

Sixty-four Porterville students 
have won State Farmer degrees, 
two have won- American Farmer 
degrees, and Cyrille Faure, recent- 
ly chosen as one of the four out- 
|standing young farmers in the na- 
tion, is a former Porterville agri- 
culture student. 

Hooper’s. service to the local 
school district drew praise from 
C. W. Easterbrook, the district su- 
perintendent. ‘‘He has been ex- 
ceptionally loyal and consistent in 


his effort to build up a good agri- 
culture department for this 
school’’, Easterbrook stated. ‘‘We

returns shall mean income to Tu- 
lare county and those include the 
cost of picking, hauling, packing 
and otherwise preparing for de- 
livery at the point of packing. 
Acreage figures represent ‘“‘net 
planted.” 

Cotton was still ‘‘king”’ of coun- 
ty field crops, with a. valuation of 
$46,192,256 on 262,456 bales and 
$5,564,046 on 104,982 tons of 
seed. : 

Beef cattle valuation was $'56,- 
940,107; fresh fruit value of Navel 
oranges was $31,636,749, Valen- 
cia oranges, $1,154,421 and lem- 
ons, $1,095,543. 

Fresh tomatoes had the greatest 
value of county truck crops at $3,- 
815,461; nursery stock value hit 
$2,926,880. 

Acreage totals listed in the re- 
port included: Citrus, 38,001 
acres; deciduous fruits and grapes, 
112,024 acres; truck crops, 19,092 
acres; field crops, 313,094 acres. 

A total of 101 Tulare county 
commodities bringing farm income 
were listed in the report.
